.without  receiving  (com  the  churches  an^  re- 
muneration, at  any  rate,  very  little.  No  cne 
.will  denv  that  great  giod  was  accomplished 
;by  these  men.  All  honor  to  tho;e  noble  pio- 
. meers,  who,  under  the  most  trying  circum- 
stances, and  often  in  the  (ace  of  personal 
danger,  bland  t>ut  the  way,  preparing  the 
soil  and  sowing  the  seed.  They  wrought 
pobly  and  we  have  entered  into  their  labors, 
*nd  many  o(  us  are  most  unworthy  success- 
ors of  that  bind  of  godly,  self.eacrifidit  g 
preachers. 

4lut  the condi' ions  and  nerds  of  society  are 
very  different  now.  In  this  day  the  demands 
npon  the  ministry  are  both  urgent  and  n u ti-* 
form,  as  perhaps  ntver  before  in  the  hi-tory 
of  thechu  eb;  these  demiuds  are  of  such  a 
untune  as  to  rt quire  the  whole  man  for  ffill 
time,  and  in  order  to  supply  these  demands 
the  preacher  must  live  of  his  work.  This  is 
npt  only  a necessity  growing  out  of  the  na- 
ture of  his  office  and  work,  but  it  is  accord- 
ing to  Scripture.  Jesus  himself  said:  “The 
laibortr  is  worthy  cf  his  hire.”  Paul  cal!s 
attention  to'the  same  truth:  “Even  so  did 
the  Lord  ordain  that  thty  which  preach'd 
the  gospel  -hi  u d live  of  the  gospel.”  It  is 
not  a principle  of  cur  great  Captain  to  send 
out  his  soldiers  on  a warfare  at  their  own 
cbargjc.  No  pa-tor  can  do  the  best  work  in 
hts  study  when  his  mind  is  harassed  wi  h anx- 
ieties as  to  ho’w  he  is  going  to  meet  his  mces- 
s try  exp*  uses',  nor  can  he  do  himself  justice 
i t ihe  pulpit  with  an  unpaid  creditor  sitting 
before  h;m.  If  he  is  unable  to  pay  his  bills  as 
t ;ey  fall  due,  his  name  suffers  in  the  com- 
W unity,  his  own  self  respect  is  shaken,  he  is 
short*  of  his  strength,  he  suffers  and  the 
church  suffers  with  him.  Every  church  ought 
to >ee  to  it  that  every  temporal  nece-sity  cf 
thf  pastor  is  promptly  supplied,  thus  enab- 
ling him  to  throw  the  full  s’rength  of  his 
hatds,  brain  and  heart  into  his  work.  But 
while  it  is  impossible  for  him  to  do  his  best 
wot k without  adequate  material  support, 
there  is  other  help  which  he  needs  and  cravts 
•note.  He  needs  and  must  have  the  moral  as 
well  as  the  temporal  suppott  of  his  people. 
Either  one  without  the  other  poorly  fits  him 
for-his  work.  A bird  makes  a poor  show 
of  flying  with  only  one  pinion.  Moses  needed 
both  Aaron  and  Hur,  " the  one  ou  the  one 
side  and  the  other  on  the  side,”  an  all-  | 
round  support.

Tht  Human  Nature  of  Christ. 

The  consideration  of  the  nature  of  Christ’s 
humanity  suggests  mauy  questions  hard  to 
answer,  and  many  are  made  to  repeat  the 
language  of  the  Apostle  Paul  to  Timothy: 
” Without  controversy,  great  is  the  mystery 
of  godliness;  God  was  manifest  iu  the  flesh,” 
etc. 

Along  with  the  many  questions  which  seem 
to  be  sugged  by  the  contemp'ation  of  the  hu- 
man nature  of  Christ,  the  following  may  be 
mentioned: 

If  Adam’s  human  nature  became  depraved 
aa  a result  of  the  tall,  then  did  he  not  have  a 
bnman  nature  prior  to  the  fall  that  was  not 
depraved?  Or  was  it  the  fall  of  Adam  that 
brought  human  nature  into  existence,  and 
Adam  prior  to  the  fall,  had  no  human  na- 
ture? If  the  first  man,  which  was  of  the 
earth  earthy,  had  a human  nature,  prior  to 
the  fall,  that  was  not  depraved,  may  not  the 
s*cond  man,  who  is  the  Lord  from  heaven, 
have  had  a human  nature  also,  that  was  not 
depraved  ? Seeing  that  he  never  violated  the 
law,  bat  was  "holy,  hatmless,  undefiled , and 
separate  from  sinners."  Heb.  7-26.  Again, 
if  the  human  nature  of  our  Lord  was  de- 
praved, was  he  not  at  one  time,  in  common 
with  all  depraved  human  nature,  at  enmity 
with  God?  And  under  the  ’condemnation 
of  the  law  ? And  did  he  not  then,  as  to  his 
human  nature,  n<  e 1 1 > be  ergenerated  ? 

The  angel  said  unto  her,  “That  holy  thing 
which  shall  be  born  of  thee,  shall  be  called 
the  Son  of  God.”  To  be  born  holy  is  not  pe- 
culiar to  any  of  Adam’s  fallen  posterity. 

How  then  could  onr  Lord’s  human  nature 
be  depraved  if  be  was  bora  holy?  And  how 
could  be  have  been  born  holy  if  he  inherited 
Adam's  depraved  human  naa'u-e  ? 

And,  again,  having  learned  that  he  was 
the  only  begotten  son  of  God,  how  can  we 
conceive  oi  his  having  a depraved  human 
nature  without  making  God  the  au  hor  of  his 
depravity  ? 

“ Dust  thou  art  and  unto  dust  shall  thou 
return."  This  is  the  irrevocable  law  that  ap- 
plies to  all  of  Adam’s  posterity.  Was  the 
body  of  oar  Lord — that  holy  one  which 
should  not  see  corruption— subjected  to  this 
law.  If  not,  why  not  ? If  he  inherited  the 
fallen  nature  of  Adam  ? 

One  more  question  suggests  itself.  Could 
not  Christ  be  the  Savior  of  th:  world  without 
ba/iig  a depraved  human  nalu:e?

2.  It  must  he  waved  before  the  Lord  by  the 
priest,  and  accepted  by  the  Lord  for  the  peo- 
ple. 

3 It  must  be  offered  and  acc*pted  on  the 
day  after  the  Passover  Sabbath. 

Let  us  see  how  these  conditions  are  *11  ful- 
filled: 

1.  Christ  19  the  "firstfruits,”  or,  first  ripe 
sbeat  from  the  dead. 

2.  He,  as  the  priest  tajees  his  own  body  and 
appears  with  it  ps  a wave  offering  before  the 
Father,  with  which  he  is  well  pleased. 

3 Christ  made  this  wave  offering,  and  the 
Father  accepted  it  on  the  day  after  ihe  Pass- 
over  Sabbath,  which  is  the  Lord’s  dav,  or  our 
Sunday. 

In  speaking  of  the  priest,  we  read  in  Lev. 
16;  17,  “And  there  shall  be  no  man  in  the 
tabernacle  of  the  congregation  when  he  goeth 
in  to  m«ke  an  atonement  in  the  fcoly  place, 
until  he  come  out.”  This  at  least  teaches 
that  the  priest,  while  officiating,  was  not  to 
have  intercourse  of  any  kind  with  the  people. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this-* 
law,  Jesus  refused  to  let  Mary  Magdalene 
touch  him  till  he  had  ascended  to  the  Father

The  reason  for  all  this  is  apparent  and 
beautiful,  whence  all  remember  that  Jesus 
was  the  antetype  oi  all  the  offerings  made  un- 
der the  law.  Paul,  in  speaking  of  the  re  ur- 
rectnn  says,  "Now  is  Christ  risen  from  the 
d*ad  and  bicome  the  first  fruits  of  them  that 
slept.”  This  brings  us  to  consider  the  law 
governing  the  offering  of  the  "firstfruits” 
Th:  offering  of  the  ‘ firsifruits"  was  a pledge 
that  the  whole  harvest  should  be  gathered  in, 
so  the  rising  of  Jesus,  as  the  " firstfruits” 
from  the  dead  was  a pledge  that  all  should  rise 
ftom  the  dead.  But  the  " firstfruits  ” was  to 
be  offered  by  'he  prie-t  as  a wave  offering 
before  the  Lo  d.  4

“Too  low  a Calling  for  a Preacher/’ 

jA  certain  preacher  wasouton  his  little  farm 
assisting  some  hands  with  some  work,  when 
an  old  colored  man  passed  by. 

After  the  usual  po’ite  good-moruing  of  the 
old-lime  colored  servant,  he  says  to  the 
preacher,  refering  to  bis  work:  “That  is  too 
low  a calling  for  a preacher.”  He  did  not  stop 
but  went  on  his  way.  I brgan  to  ponder  hit 
wprds:  I do  not  know  howthe  colored  people, 
as  a class,  view  the  ministry,  but  it  is  evident 
that  this  old  man  thought  the  preacher  should 
nut  be  engaged  in  manual  labor. 

His  words  seemed  to  imply  that  he  thought 
there  was  incompatibility  betw  en  preaching 
and  ordinary  labor,  and  especially  farm  labor. 
Possibly  be  thought  the  preacher  should  be 
“foot-loose”  to  give  his  entire  time  to  minis- 
try. No  doubt,  such  a view  is  pre  eminently 
scriptural.  The  preacher  should  te  sup- 
ported. so  that  he  would  not  be  incumbered 
tjy  the  necessity  of  making  part  of  his  living 
On  the  farm’  by  having  to  give  his  time  and 
energies  to  hard  labor.  Certaiuly  the  preacher 
cannot  do  bis  best  preaching  and  pastoral 
Work,  when  such  conditions  exist. 

But,  it  is  true  that  many  a pastor  has  been 
compelled  to  either  supplement  his  salary,  by 
farm  labor  or  something  else.  Wh’ch  is  bet- 
ter for  the  pastor  and  the  cause,  for  him  to 
impend  upon  an  inadequate  salary,  poorly 
feed.  Clothe  and  educate  his  family,  and  prob- 
ably get  in  dtb\  or  like  a man,  roll  up  his 
sleeves  and  wade  in,  and  by  the  help  of  God, 
His  own  muscle,  and  judgement,  provide  for 
his  own,  and  especially  those  of  his  own 
Household  ? It  is  his  duty  to  do  it. 
i He  may  not  be  able  to  get  np  such  elegant 
sermons,  or  learn  much  theology,  orembelish 
his  sermons  with  rhetorical  boquets  or  enter- 
tain the  fastidious,  but  be  may  be  able  to 
preach  the  gospel,  with  an  earnestness  that 
will  more  than  off-set  the  mere  embellish- 
ments of  speech. 

It  would  be  bard  to  find  a more  effective 
preacher  than  John  the  Baptist.  Hehada  single 
theme — “repmtance.”  Paul,  though  learned 
and  eloquent,  did  not  get  up  a new  sermon 
bn  a new  theme  every  time  he  preached.  He 
was  very  certain  to  always  preach  Jesus 
Christ  and  him  crucified,  with  its  corrdativ  s 
jepentaoce,  faith,  justification  etc.  He  did 
not  live  much  in  his  study,  if  he  had  one. 

| Let  the  preacher  p l e as  much  ti  ue  as  he 
well  can,  without  neglecting  oh  r things,  to 
the  preparation  of  the  sermon,  but  remember 
that  he  is  to  put  into  the  sermon  heart  food.

One  of  the  first  and  noblest  principles  of  tbe 
constitution  of  our  proud,  grand  nation  is 
“ the  right  of  lri*J  by  jury."  I am  glad  that 
I live  in  a nation  that  promises  this,  and 
such  a principle  is  loved  and  honored  by  a 
big  majority  of  our  citizens;  but  so  otten 
criminals  fail  to  get  justice,  that  lynching  fs 
the  growing  result. 

A deed  is  done  that  our  law  says  severe 
I ilnisinent  is  the  just  dues.  Tue  criminal  is 
caught,  brought  before  the  courts.  Justice 
says  give  him  at  once  a fair  “trial  by  jury.” 
But  so  often  it  occurs  that  the  lawyers  in 
some  way  succeed  in  beating  justice  by  “put- 
tidg  off  the  case"  from  time  to  time,  till  at 
last  tbe  criminal  is  set  free.
